Howard said the Indian has a 
psychological attitude—in which 
he was. justified after his 
“shameful” exploitation — that 
he is surrendering important 
rights in signing away tax ex- 
emption. 

Some suspicion would be re- 
moved, Howard said, if the 
Commons took a step towards 
greater enfranchisement of the 
Indian by removing this sec- 
tion from the Indian Act. 

However, Fairfield suggested 
that the “defensive” attitude of 
the Indian may cause him to 
“look for the joker” in any 
white man’s proposal for great- 
er enfranchisement.

OTTAWA, May 20.—His- 
tory was made on Parliae 
ment hill today when the 
first Indian to be appointed 
to the Senate was named co- 
chairman of a joint commit- 
tee set up to study the af- 
fairs of Canada’s 174,000 
Indians. 

Senator James Gladstone, 72, 
Blood Inlian from Cardston, 
Alta., summoned to the Senate 
Jan. 31, 1958, was chosen, with 
Noel Dorion (PC, Bellechasse) 
to head the joint committee on 
Indian affairs. 

It is the first sueh committee 
to be established |i since 1948, 
when the last study, extending 
over three Parliamentary ses- 
sions, was made. 

While Sen. Gladstone’s ap- 
pointment was unique, the nam- 
ing of Mr. Dorion as committee 
chairman was significant. Only 
yesterday his name was again 
mentioned on Parliament Hill 
as the man Prime Minister Die- 
fenbaker had selected to fill the 
extra Quebec cabinet post. How- 
ever, today’s appointment ape 
parently rules out Mr. Dorion’s 
selection. 

The Indian Affairs Commit- 
tee, made up of 24 members of 
the Commons and 12 Senators, 
will receive many delegations 
from Indian associations across 
the country, among them the 
Alberta Indian Association—of 
which Sen. Gladstone was once 
president—the Native Brother- 
hood of British Columbia, the 
North American Brotherhood, 
the Manitoba Indian Associa- 
tion and the Indian Federation 
of Saskatchewan. 

The committee was given 
broad terms of reference and 
its study is expected to be fair- 
ly exhaustive. 

The Indians themselves are 
expected to air many grieve 
ances before the committee. 
Education and housing on the 
reserves are particularly con- 
tentious subjects today, as is 
enfranchisement. 

Diverging views on elected 
and hereditary councils will be 
heard and pleas will be made 
for more roads in the reserve 
areas.

Indian claims by payment of 
an adequate sum before the 
Crown is able to assert and hold 
clear title and right to use and 
alienate the lands for settlement 
or otherwise. 

The rights either of the In- 
dians or of the Crown must be 
eStablished on known and recog- 
nised legal principles, and there- 
fore, in approaching the broad 
question in issue it is necessary 
to go back to first principles. 
We must therefore consider the 
question of how the Government 
of any country can acquire own- 
ership or domain over any new 
or other country. There are sev- 
eral of these ways. First, by 
conquest. One country may go 
to war with another country and 
conquer their enemy and by 
right of conquest can seize and 
hold the conquered territory, but 
even in this case by recognised 
principles of international law, 
the fact of conquest does not 
oust or take away the ownership 
of the lands theretofore posses- 
sed by the individual citizens 
of the conquered enemy and only 
the unalienated public lands of 
the conguered country become 
possessed by the conqueror. 
However, there appears to be no 
suggestion that any foreign coun- 
try at any time ever conquered 


the tribes on Vancouver Island 
or ever pretended that title was 
acquired through mere conquest. 
Secondly, a new country may 
have been acquired by an Euro- 
pean nation through first dis- 
covery and subsequent settle- 
ment. If this new country is un- 
inhabited, then mere discovery 
and proper assertion of claim by 
accredited agents of the discov- 
ering nation would give a good 
title to the lands of the new 
country, provided always that 
the discovery and claim is fol- 
lowed by acts of permanent set- 
tlement. But if the new coun- 
try so discovered and settled is 
already settled either altogether 
or in part by aboriginal people 
of that country who have any 
reasonable civil organisation 
among themselves, then these 
aboriginal people have and re- 
tain their rights of ownership 
and possession of those parts of 
the country which they control 
and use. I believe this latter 
condition applies to the Indians 
on Vancouver Island. 

Let me now go back to the 
history of this Island. As far 
back as the memory of man goes, 
it was inhabited by the fore- 
fathers of the present native 
Indians. The European countries 
of England and Spain claimed 
originally to have discovered it. 
Capt. Cook, representing Eng- 
land, visited the coast in 1778. 
Spain also raised her flag on 
Vancouver Island and establish- 
ed some kind of settlement at 
Nootka Sound in the west coast, 


but in 1790 after the seizure of 
ships and buildings of Capt. 
John Mears, Spain withdrew and 
conceded to the British govern- 
ment all rights on the north Pa- 
cific coast. The discovery on 
the part of England, however, 
does not appear to have been 
followed up by settlement and 
settlement, as I mentioned above, 
is necessary in order to complete 
title after discovery. The only 
real claim to discovery and 
settlement must be dated back 
to the early days here of the 
Hudson’s Bay Co. The mainland 
of British Columbia was first 
explored by the white man in 
1792 when Alexander Mackenzie 
made his famous journey from 
Eastern Canada across British 
Columbia and reached Pacific 
tide water at Bella Coola. Settle 
and development by the Hud- 
son’s Bay Co. shortly thereafter 
followed and continued as we all 
know, but from the legal point of 
view and keeping in mind that 
the question of title can only be 
decided on recognised principles 
of law, it is to be remembered 
that Alexander Mackenzie had 
no mandate from the British 
Government and was not their 
accredited agent nor does the 
Hudson’s Bay Co. itself appear 
to have held any original grant 
of territory of this part of Am- 
erica. Their original charter ex- 
tended only to the lands drained 
by the rivers that flowed east- 
ward into Hudson’s Bay, so that 
at least the watershed of the 
West never came even within

their title and so they would 
have no claim to Vancouver Is- 
land. 

The Hudson's Bay Co., how- 
ever, did proceed to assert dom- 
inion and control over British 
Columbia, but their ‘real legal 
title, if any, was acquired only 
by the deed of conveyance of 
Vancouver Island from Queen 
Victoria to the Hudson’s Bay Co. 
of 13th of January 1849, and the 
Hudson’s Bay Co., subsequently 
in 1867 on the 3rd of April re- 
conveyed the whole of Vancou- 
ver Island to the Queen of Eng- 
land with the exception of cer- 
tain lands already sold by the 
Company and a few parcels in 
the immediate vicinity of Vic- 
toria which they had developed. 
for agricultural purposes and re- 
served from their reconveyance 
to the Queen. But unless the 
Queen of England had ac 
quired actual legal title in ac- 
cordance with recognised prin- 
ciples of law, the deed from her 
to the Hudson’s Bay Co. would 
itself convey no title and could 
not affect the title, if any, of the 
Indians, and it is therefore nec- 
essary for the Crown as against 
the claim of the Indians to prove 
its title. I cannot see any prin- 
ciple of law that gave such a 
title to the Crown unless the 
great delay of the Indians in 
never until now taking steps to 
assert their title could be con- 
sidered as acauiescence suffic-

Is that too much 
to ask? 
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Comments on Indian Affair 


The following are excerpts from 
remarks by Skeena MP Frank 
Howard during the Commons debate 
on a motion to set up an Indian 
Affairs Committee, 


This committee could, in my 
opinion, make a far greater 
contribution toward the wel- 
fare of Indians than any other 
agency or group if it approaches 
the whole question with some 
imagination, as I am sure it will, 
and with a keen desire to find 
solutions to the problems pre- 
sented to it. 

It may be, of course, that 
eventually there will be no need 
to have an Indian Act or an 
Indian affairs branch. It may 
be a time will come when our 
Native Indian people will be on 
equal footing with non-Indians 
throughout the country, a time 
when there will be no differen- 
tiation between peoples of In- 
dian extraction and people from 
any other group. 

In the meantime, I think it 
would be well to indicate some 
specific fields of interest with 
which the committee might con- 
cern itself. I should like to 
suggest some of these fields of 
interest; not in a critical way, 
but merely as a guide, as was 
done in 1946 when a similar 
committee was established. I 
should like to mention a num- 
ber of topics which might well 
me considered in order that the 
committee, when it meets, may 
have some specific ideas con- 
cerning the people it might most 
profitably meet and the fields 
into which its inquiries can be 
directed. 

In this regard, I have an am- 
endment to suggest to the mo- 
tion. As I said earlier, I do not 
move it in any critical spirit or 
with the intention of detracting 
in any way from the contents of 
the motion which the honorable 
lady has put forward. The mo- 
tion merely suggests that cer- 
tain specific fields of interest 
should be included in the de- 
liberations of the committee 
when it comes to examine In- 
dian affairs. I therefore move, 
seconded by the _ honorable 
member for Timmins (Mr. Mar- 
tin):

a grant to the Crown on the 
principle of what is known as the 
law of prescription. 

Looking back again to the 
time of administration of Van- 
couver Island by the Hudson’s 
Bay Co., we find that even that 
Company recognised that the In- 
dians originally had title to the 
lands which had to be acquired 
from them before the Company 
were in a position themselves to 
assert the right of ownership. 
Accordingly, Sir James Douglas, 
as Governor of the Hudson’s Bay 
Co. here, proceeded to enter into 
contracts of purchase from var- 
ious Indian tribes more particu- 
larly those tribes living immed- 
iately about the present City of. 
Victoria. But the Hudson’s Bay 
Co. never bought from the In- 


dians the lands of a large part 
of the Island. 

I find that in a despatch from 
Sir James Douglas dated the 
25th of March, 1861, he claims 
that all the settled districts of 
the colony of Vancouver Island 
had been bought from the In- 
dians. with the exception of 
Cowichan, Chemainus and Bar- 
clay Sound and in that despatch 
Sir James Douglas mentions the 
increasing value of land and 


_ mentions the vital importance 


of effecting purchases from the 
Indians of these districts already 
unbargained for, without further 
delay. There appears to have 
been some dispute as between 
the Governor here and the Home 
Government as to who should 
pay the price that the Indians 
would demand for the surrender 
of their title and so neither 
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Government’ did anything fur- 
ther towards acquiring these re- 
maining lands. In the meantime, 
however, attempts were being 
made to segregate the Indians 


and confine them to special re- 
serves. Many reserves were es- 
tablished even in the districts 
where no treaty or bargain had 
been made with the Indians and 
various surveys and maps show- 
ing these reserves were pre- 
pared from time to time.
